The chief characteristic of Shetland 


hosiery is the extreme, fineness of tho 
v. ool used. This wool ib obtained from 
the native Shetland sheep, an animal of 
decidedly 
meager 
appearance, 
ami 


which a southern flock master would bo 
inclined to "have none of.'' Neverthe- 
less this humble beast, picking up a 
scanty living on tho bleak hillsides 
where its larger relatives would starve, 
produces wool of remarkable fineness, 
and when it is mentioned that the nat- 
ural colors vary from black and white 
to an endless variety of grays, browns, 
fawns and chestnuts of many shades 
(locally called "moorit") it will bo seen 
that the Shetland people have ready to 
their hand raw material of tho most 
suitable kind for their purpose. 


In connection with the fineness of the 


wool the method of taking it from tho 
sheep is worthy of note. It is not clip- 
ped or shorn in the usual way, but at 
tho proper season is literally plucked 
from tho backs of the animals, it being 
averred that shearing tends to deterio- 
u.te tho duality of every succeeding 
fleece, and of course to keep tho yield 
of wool as fine as possible is a great de- 
Bideratuin. The plucking referred to 
usually appears to strangers to ba a 
cruel expedient, but in reality the sheep

A GROWING 
DEFICIENCY. 


Reports 
from Washington " are in 


effect that President McKinloy. having 
discovered that the national finances 
are going from bad to worse, has called 
a halt in expenditures'and directed 
Secretary Gage to scale all estimates 
lor the next fiscal year to the lowest 
limit. 
The President desires to ran 


through the current flacal year with- 
out a bond issue. 


It has been the custom for the heads 


of the various departments to submit 
their estimates to the Secretary of the 
Treasury by the 1st of October, but 
this year they have been withheld or 
withdrawn for reconsideration. 


The actual appropriations made by 


Congress for the current fiscal year 
aggregated $432,421,000. The deficit is 
now about $45,000,000 and is steadily 
increasing. 
The deficit in the mail 


service amounts to nearly $12,000,000 
and the pension deficit will be $0,000,- 
000 or more. 


The receipts from duties and Inter- 


nal revenue for the past five months of 
the fiscal year were $130,000,000, while 
the expenditure for tbe same period 
amounted to $175,000,000, leaving a de- 
flciencyof 
$46,000,000.' • At this ratio 


tbe deficiency at the end of the fiscal 
year will amount to over $100,000,000. 


A comparison of receipts under the 


Dingley and Wilson tariffs shows that 
the ratio under the Dingley Act is 
$830,000 per day; under the Wilson 
Act, $950,000 per day. 
The expendi- 


tures under the Dingley Act average 
$1,150,000 per day; under the Wilson 
Act, $1,000,000 per day. 


With an'excess of. expenditures over 


receipts it is only a question of time 
when more bonds will have to be is- 
soed. 
The receipts from the sale of 


the Union Paciflo railroad will help the 
Government oat in this extremity and 
enable it to postpone the bond issue a 
month or two, but with ai> average 
daily expenditure of $1,150,000 a day 
when the average daily receipts are 
only $850,000 a deficiency is inevitable 
and that deficiency must be met by 
issuing bonds. 


The gold standard is gradually, but 


steadily increasing tbe indebtedness of 
the country and if it is shown that a 
tariff bill that ordinarily would pro- 
duce a surplus, and was expected by 
Mr. Bead and Mr. Dingley to do so, is 
yielding Irss revenue than is required 
to rnn the Government other means of 
increasing the revenue will have to be 
devised by Congress.

Almost all the bristles used in this 


sonutry in the manufacture of brushes 
lire imported, and notwithstanding the 
increased production of pork in this 
country tho supply of American bristles 
is now even smaller than it formerly 
was. Hogs are fattened and killed young 
in this country, and with the constant 
Eind widespread improvement of tho 
breeds here the hogs have run less to 
bristles. Some extensive packers collect 
bristles, but tho American supply is 
probably less than 1 per cent of the con- 
sumption. The longest American bris- 
tles are about 4>£ inches in length. 


Imported bristles come from various 


parts of Knssia, hut most largely fooji, 
Poland and north German}'. Homo finer, 
i;oft bristles como from Franco. The bulk 
of the supply comes from cold countries, 
where the hogs are well protected by 
thick coats, and many of the bristles 
aro those of wild hogs. Tho hogs shed 
their coats as many other animals do, 
and there are men who gather the bris- 
tles of wild hogs, knowing their haunts 
tmd where the bristles are to be found! 
Other bristles are collected in the -usual 
manner when tho hogs are killed. The 
bristles are subjected to various proc- 
esses of curing and preparation before 
they become commercial bristles and 
ready for tho market. 


Imported bristles range from 3% to 


li/-. inches in length. \7arions vegetable 
fibers aro now used extensively in the 
manufacture of cheaper brushes, but 
for many uses bristles are indispensable 
and their importation, continues steady.- 
~rj?ew York finn. 


Methods of tho Blind. 


The blind man has to depend almost 


entirely on the accuracy of his cars to 
guide him wherever he may wish to go, 
and it is remarkable in what a short 
time he becomes familiar with a new 
locality and fresh surroundings. 


Few people are aware of the powers 


of the'ear, but the- blind, through con- 
stant exercise of that organ, are able to 
discover objects almost as rapidly as a 
seeing person. 


For instance, when walking in a per- 


fect .calm,, he can ascertain the proxim- 
ity of objects by the feeling of .the at- 
mosphere upon his face. It would seoni. 
at first that. the echo given back, were 
it only from his breathing, .might bo 
sensible to his ear, in.it it has been as- 
certained by experiment that a blind 
man with hi sears stopped can tell when 
any largo object is close .to his face, 
e'yeu when it approaches so slowly as 
not to cause any sensible current of air.. 


When ho is walking along the street. 


he can tell whether it is wide or nar- 
row, whether the houses are high or 
low, if any opening which he may bo 
passing is a court closed up at the end 
or whether it has an outlet to nnothor 
street, and he can tell by the sound of 
his footsteps in what lane, or court, or 
square ho is. 


He goes along boldly, seeming to see 


with his ears arid to have landmarks in 
the air. Of course no blind man likes 
to go over a new route unattended, but 
after he has traversed it c*ce he knows 
every point of importance to him.— 
Pearson's Weekly.

tbe student at graduation would be 
fully capable of entering upon active 
life with every prospect of a useful 
future tending to success and perhaps 
fame.

The Trade In Jew's Harps. 


The cheapest Jew's harps come from 


Germany and Austria, the medium and 
finer grades from England, and the very 
finest are now made in this country. 
Of the total production, two-thirds or 
more are made in England. 'Jew'sharps 
are made in standard sizes, ranging in 
length from an inch and a quarter to 
four inches. They are occasionally made 
to order larger than that, but a four 
inch Jew's harp is a good deal of a Jew's 
harp, and it may-have a very musical 
tone. There aro cheap Jew's harps which 
are sold at retail for a cent.; A four inch 
imported Jew's harp retails fora quarter 
of a dollar. An American Jew's harp of 
this size sells for 60 cents. Its iron 
frame, or harp, is tinned, and its steel 
tongue is tipped with brass. 


Besides being made of many sizes, 


Jew's harps are made with the harp part 
of various ornamental designs. Jew's 
harps are not tuned to a key, but harps 
of a desired key may be f ound. Com- 
mercially Jew's harps rank not as music- 
al instruments, but as toya Many Jew's 
•harps are, however, used as musical in- 
struments and are played upon by men, 
and not infrequently in conjunction 
with musical instruments. Jew's harps 
are sold more or less throughout the 
country. Many are sold in mining re- 
gions of the south and west and wher- 
ever Hungarian and like labor is em- 
ployed. In such places it is not unusual 
to find a man playing a Jew's harp while 
others play accordions and so on. 


The total sales of Jew's harps in this 


conn try are not so largo as they former' 
ly were.—New York Sun.
